Mayor 
Cirice. the board of works and the build- 
ing inspector are firmly opposed to this 
indifferent provision tor the public ac- 
commodation and convenience and will 
not permit the building to be completed 
upon any such desrgn. 


Xo buililing permit will be issued until

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Another Example of It 


In the action of the oity council committee of the 


whole refusing to consent to a lowering of the tax rate for 
the coining year, Fort "Wayne is given another illumin- 
ating example of city government as administered by the, 
political party system. We do not believe; it is contended 
hy anybody that the funds to be raised by a continuation 
of the 10-cent levy for track elevation purposes will be 
needed during the coming year. In all human probability 
the preliminaries for a continuation of the track elevation 
program east ol' Calhoun street, conducted as expedi- 
tiously as it is possible to do, will not be completed and 
work advanced to a point where so lartre a sum must needs 
be available for the city's share of the work during the 
period in which tlie new tax rate is to govern. It is delib- 
erate opinion of men who have given the situation close 
.stud}" that the proposed reduction of the rate to 7 cents 
would have in no wise hampered the coming year's pro- 
grame, and it would have lightened the burden of the tax- 
payer to .just that degree. 


"We believe the people, of Fort Wayne arc practically 


of one mind as to the necessity for the continuation of the 
campaign of track elevation. The grade crossing east of 
Calhoun street must lie eliminated, and whoever may be 
entrusted with power as the next mayor of .Fort Wayne 
must take up the track elevation task without undue de- 
lay and prosecute it to a successful conclusion. The peo- 
ple will tolerate no other course. They will cheerfnly bear 
their fair share, of the burden of taxation to bring about 
this improvement as they have uncomplainingly done with 
the work thus far accomplished, but we do not believe they 
will view with complacency a tax rate' which they belWe 
higher than is necessary to adequately meet the city's 
needs as they arrive. The Mosey platform contains an ill- 
udvised plank which pledges its candidates in the event of 
success at the polls against any advance whatever in the 
tax rate during the ensuing four years. It ties the hands 
of the officials absolutely, regard'less of unforeseen con- 
tingencies that might arise to make an advance in the rate 
clearly advisable if not imperative. The present city coun- 
cil, which goes out of office with the new year, might have 
taken an entirely different view of the question of tax 
rates for the new year, but for that plank in Mr. Hosey's

Instruc- 
tion of this kin'i "will be supplenien.tr'd by 
field work under the supervision of the 
experts in New York's municipal research 
bureau.
